having things all their own way, 
Somo activity, however, wasshown 
from .the ond, of last month, 
when news of the coming mu- 
nicipalisation of the Tokyo tram- 
ways first came out, On tho 30th 
ultimo-a report was published 
tt the inunicipalisation scheme 
had been decided on, and that the 
purchase-mouey’ was to be raised 
by ‘a foreign loan, ‘This nows 
groatly stimulated the stock mar- 
ket; business hocame remarkably 
uctive,and all shares wont up with 
a bound. Among -others the 
shares of the ‘Tokyo Ixehange 
sprang up from YL37 to Y174, the 
uew .shares from Y8? to Y122, 
Tho lulls, who wero ‘coritrolling 
the market, suddenly changed 
their tactics, and the Marujo, a 
firm owned. by Mr. Handa Yotaro, 
0 ‘broker, who was a loading 
spirit among tho bears,, was 
placod in a very difficult position. 
On the Sth instant the firm failed 


{to deposit additional ‘security 


amounting to Y140,000 for 14,000 
shares. of the Tokyo Stock [x- 
change, which was called for. 
Tho firm ‘issued ‘a cheque for 
Y120,000 on the Morimura Bank, 
and in this way tided over the 
difficulty, Thon, at tho second 
session, the market further ad-
